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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  there  were  a  number  of 
municipal  problems  that  arose  which  required  a  good  hard  look  at 
our  fiscal  projections.  The  main  problem,  as  you  are  aware,  was 
the  necessity  of  the  town  to  re-assess  its  buildings  and  land  with 
an  across-the-board  increase  of  18%  on  buildings  and  50%  on  land. 
As  was  explained  at  a  public  hearing,  this  was  necessitated  by  the 
increased  cost  of  school  monies  appropriations.  It  is  anticipated 
that  duringJthe  tax  year  1971  the  tax  rate  and /or  the  assessment 
valuation  will  have  to  be  increased  because  of  increased  school 
and  town  money  projections. 

In  view  of  the  ever-increasing  complexities  of  gov- 
ernment, it  has  become  necessary  for  all  town  officials  to  seek 
legal  advice  in  many  situations  which  affect  the  orderly  manage- 
ment of  town  affairs.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  there  were 
several  court  prosecutions  of  Zoning  ordinance  violations.  Pres- 
ently, two  of  these  cases  are  pending  appeal  in  the  N.  H.  Supreme 
Court.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  year  there  may  be  other  court 
proceedings  involving  the  legality  of  the  Chester  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance. 

With  the  use  of  State  provided  T.  R.  A.  (Town  Road 
Assistance)  Funds,  worki  was  completed  on  the  project  to  black- 
top that  portion  of  Halls  Village  Road,  from  Halls  Village  to  the 
Wilson  Brook  on  Rte.  121.  In  addition,  the  project  to  black-top  a 
short  stretch  of  Pingree  Hill  Road,  (which  is  located  in  a  remote 
section  of  town)  was  completed.  "Duncan  Fund,"  formerly  pro- 
vided by  the  State,  is  no  longer  available  for  town  use,  due  to  the 
overall  increase  in  town  valuation. 

During  the  month  of  July,  the  town  treasury  was  de- 
pleted to  the  point  where  the  town  was  forced  to  borrow  money 
from  the  local  bank  to  cover  operating  expenses  until  additional 
tax  money  became  available.  It  was  again  a  sign  "of  the  times" 
to  have  to  borrow  at  5-1/4%  on  a  "Tax  Anticipation"  loan  as  com- 
pared to  the  rate  of  2-1/2%  of  just  a  few  short  years  ago.  Hap- 
pily, enough  tax  money  was  paid  to  the  town  to  enable  the  town 
to  prepay  one  of  the  notes,  thereby  reducing  interest  payments 
somewhat. 


The  year  1970  has  been  a  most  trying  year  for  your 
Selectmen,  and  we  wish  to  express  our  sincerest  thanks  to  all  of 
you  for  your  patience  and  consideration,  as  well  as  our  thanks  to 
other  Town  Officials  for  their  fine  cooperation.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Early  in  1970,  William  A.  Hardy  resigned  as  Chief  of 
Police  to  accept  a  position  as  police  officer  in  Londonderry,  N.  H, 
I,  having  been  an  active  police  officer  for  several  years,  was  ap- 
pointed Chief  of  Police.  Officers  Susan  Brander,  Norman  Finney, 
Lindsey  Rice,  Josef  Vaal  and  Civil  Defense  Auxiliary  Police  Offi- 
cers have  actively  assisted  myself  in  answering  an  average  of  150 
calls  a  month  for  the  past  nine  months.  These  calls,  for  the  most 
part,  were  received  between  the  hours  of  4:00  P.M.  and  6:00 
A.M. 

Your  police  department  is  charged  with  responsibility 
in  the  regulation  of  traffic  on  the  public  highways,  as  covered  by 
the  motor  vehicle  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  with  the 
detection  and  conviction  of  criminals;  with  the  prevention  of 
crime;  with  the  preservation  of  order  on  public  occasions  and  with 
aiding  all  law  enforcement  agencies  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

During  1970,  Chester,  N.  H.  has  experienced  a  va- 
riety of  felonies  (crimes  affecting  the  whole  public  and  punishable 
by  sentence  in  the  State's  prison  of  at  least  a  year  and  a  day)  and 
misdemeanors  (crimes,  generally,  affecting  an  individual  and 
punishable  by  one  year  or  less).  These  crimes  have  included  sec- 
ond degree  manslaughter,  assault,  breaking  with  intent,  burglary, 
larceny,  vandalism,  malicious  damage  and  motor  vehicle  viola- 
tions. 

Many  appearances  were  made  by  your  police  depart- 
ment in  District  Court,  Derry,  N.  H.  and  in  Superior  Court,  Exe- 
ter, N.  H.  as  an  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  criminal  and  motor  veh- 
icle violators.  Public  service,  in  addition  to  the  responsibilities 
of  a  peace  officer,  was  provided  in  answering  sick  calls,  provid- 
ing ambulance  service  and  first  aid.  Dog,  cat,  horse,  sheep, 
cow,  pigeon,  and  mice  disturbances  were  also  obligingly  answered. 
The  expense  for  1971  to  efficiently  operate  the  Chest- 
er Police  Department  is  estimated  at  $6,130.00.  An  article  is 
included  in  the  town  warrant  asking  the  town  of  Chester  to  raise 
and  appropriate  this  sum  of  money. 

The  proposed  police  department  budget  for  1971 
would  include  a  $2. 00  per  hour  rate  of  pay  for  all  officers;  would 
cover  all  vehicle  usage  at  12  cents  per  mile  and  would  provide 
uniforms  (summer  and  winter)  and  equipment  necessary  to  the  per- 
formance of  efficient  police  duty  in  Chester,  New  Hampshire. 
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In  1970,  the  department  has  worked  a  total  of  1, 606 
hours  and  have  charged  the  town  for  924  hours  at  a  rate  of  $1. 00 
per  hour.  Auxiliary  Officers  have  received  no  remuneration.  All 
vehicles  used  in  police  work  are  privately  owned  and  privately 
insured.  A  total  of  11,220  miles  were  covered  by  all  vehicles 
and  10  cents  a  mile  was  received  for  8, 172  miles.  Little  or  no 
compensation  has  been  received  for  uniforms  and\equipment,  of- 
fice space  and  supplies,  the  majority  of  which  is  privately  owned.

The  past  year  presented  no  special  problems  for  the 
Highway  Department.  Work  on  tarring  Halls  Village  Road  and 
Pingree  Hill  Road  has  been  completed.  We  are  now  getting  to  a 
point  where  maintenance  of  the  town  roads  adds  up  to  more  than 
the  money  raised.

This  is  the  largest  number  of  calls  the  department  has 
answered  in  the  past  eight  years. 

During  the  past  year,  the  department  has  installed 
water  and  toilet  facilities  for  the  first  time,  lowered  the  floor  in 
the  original  fire  station  and  installed  two  new  overhead  doors  for 
easiet  and  faster  exit.  All  of  the  Aforementioned  have  been  paid 
for  through  the  efforts  of  the  volunteers  with  no  cost  to  the  tax- 
payer. We  have  also  added  new  hose,  increasing  our  total  footage 
to  approximately  3,400  feet. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  11  citizens  who  own  reg- 
ulation size  swimming  pools,  we  have  added  over  100,000  addi- 
tional gallons  of  water  for  fighting  fires  if  necessary. 

The  department  has  continued  to  hold  training  ses- 
sions throughout  the  year  and  some  members  have  attended  state 
or  county  sponsored  training  schools. 

The  department  accepted  the  resignation  of  Chief 
Robert  T.  Lewis  with  regret.  Chief  Lewis  has  given  many  hour^ 
to  improving  this  department  over  the  past  ten  years.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  fire  season  of  1970  was  not  a  quiet  one  in  this 
area,  on  the  contrary,  it  was  a  very  busy  time  with  some  towns 
reporting  a  greater  number  of  fires  than  in  past  years.  This  record 
is  not  good. 

Both  state  and  towns  are  striving  to  meet  this  chal- 
lenge. Results  show  that  we  are  not  doing  enough,  we  must  do 
more  in  the  matter  of  fire  prevention  education,  a  more  active 
inspection  program  and  a  more  prompt,  complete  investigation  of 
fires  where  definite  cause  is  not  known  with  court  action  where  the 
need  is  indicated. 

We  must  insist  that  minor  children  are  given  needed 
supervision,  this  is  a  parent's  responsibility. 

Your  Warden  and  District  Chief  stand  ready  to  help  in 
this  work. 

Our  gratitude  to  all  who  have  helped  in  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  this  past  year  and  we  look  forward  to 
this  continue^  help  in  our  effort  to  improve  our  good  prompt  de- 
tection system  and  fast  suppression  action.  This,  coupled  with  a 
good  prevention  program,  will  improve  our  fire  record. 

Follow  these  simple  suggestions  to  help: 

Set  a  good  example  for  others  by  observing  fire  pre- 
mit  laws  and  regulations;  take  your  debris  and  waste  to  the  town 
dump;  keep  matches  away  from  children  and  be  sure  your  smoking 
material  is  dead  out  when  discarded.

DERRY  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

May  1,  1971,  will  mark  the  end  of  the  first  year  of 
service  to  Chester.  It  seems  appropriate  at  this  time  to  submit 
both  a  report  and  a  summary  of  the  types  of  services  available  to 
Chester  residents. 

The  Derry  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  an  approved 
Home  Health  Agency  (with  "Medicare"  accreditation).  It  em- 
ploys registered  professional  nurses  and  serves  the  Towns  of  Derry, 
Windham  and  Londonderry,  as  well  as  Chester.  Its  function  is  to 
provide  and  teach  the  family  to  provide  quality  home  nursing  care 
to  the  patient  in  need  of  such  care.  It  does  not  function  as  an 
emergency  nursing  service  (which  is  occasionally  a  misunderstand- 
ing). People  in  need  of  emergency  care  are  urged  to  call  on  their 
physicians,  emergency  room  and  ambulance. 

The  Types  of  home  visits  made  by  the  visiting  nurse 
fall  into  more  than  one  category,  as  follows: 

NO  FEE  VISITS;    (no  charge  to  patient) 

Maternal  and  Child  Health  Visits  (new  baby) 
Immunization  checks  on  6  -  18  month  old  babies 
Monthly  Health  Supervision  Visits: 

a.  As  liaison  for  state  agencies,  such  as 
Crippled  Childrens  Services  etc. 

b.  For  purpose  of  checking  to  see  if  elderly 
or  handicapped  person  living  alone  is 
well  etc. 

FEE  VISITS: 


Visits  made  under  written  order  of  patient's  per- 
sonal physician  to  perform  specific  nursing  pro- 
cedures. 
Such  as: 

Bedbath  Hypodermic  injection 

Blood  pressure  Diet  instruction 

Surgical  dressing 
This  type  of  visit  may  be  initiated  by  the  doctor,  or 
by  the  patient  or  family  themselves,  in  which  case  often  one  visit 
is  made  to  evaluate  the  patient's  needs  prior  to  obtaining  the  doc- 
tor's order.

BUDGET  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

On  February  6,  1971,  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee 
met  with  the  Selectmen  to  review  the  proposed  budget  for  the 
1971/72  year. 

In  relation  with  the  times,  every  item  with  few  ex- 
ceptions was  up  a  considerable  amount  over  last  year's  appropria- 
tions. 

Most  notable  were  increases  in  the  Police  Department, 
Damages  and  Legal  Expenses,  Health  Department,  Town  Mainte- 
nance and  Town  Poor. 

The  Budget  Advisory  Board  unanimously  felt  that  the 
lOO^yo  increase  sought  by  the  Police  Department  was  not  needed  and 
would  recommend  that  the  amount  be  reduced  to  the  amount 
needed  to  run  the  Police  Department  this  year.  Also,  that  every 
effort  be  made  to  use  the  men  and  facilities  of  the  State  and 
County  Police  Departments  to  reduce  the  burden  on  the  Town's 
officers. 

The  item  under  "Payment  to  Capital  Reserve  Funds, 
250th  Anniversary"  was  discussed  and  the  views  of  the  committee 
was  such  that  the  townspeople  evaluate  this  proposal  to  add 
$1,000. 00  to  that  fund  in  the  light  of  so  few  other  means  of  reduc- 
ing the  proposed  budget. 

The  Selectmen  should  be  commended  for  their  time 
and  effort  expended  this  year  in  running  town  affairs  and  trying  to 
submit  a  budget  favorable  to  everyone.

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BUDGET  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

On  January  29,  1971,  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee 
met  with  the  School  Board  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  proposed  School  Budget  for  the  1971/ 
72  year. 

On  some  matters,  such  as  high  school  tuition,  the 
budget  is  up  257o,  but  the  School  Board  has  no  control  over  this. 

Due  to  a  switch  to  another  supervisory  union  to  take 
place  next  year,  and  over  which  the  School  Board  again  has  no 
control,  the  cost  to  Chester's  taxpayers  will  increase  approxi- 
mately 497a  The  switch  being  the  result  of  a  realignment  of 
school  unions  which  this  committee  feels  the  resultant  large  in- 
crease in  tax  burden  was  a  move  not  economically  in  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  town. 

Other  increases  which  are  commensurate  with  the 
normal  operation  of  the  school  were  found  to  be  reasonable. 
These  increases  amount  to  approximately  7*7°  over  last  year. 

The  above  mentioned  increases  will  bring  an  increase 
of  approximately  13%  over  the  budget  proposed  last  year.  This 
committee  feels  these  increases  are  reasonable  and  in  the  good 
interests  of  the  town  of  Chester  and  the  education  of  its  children. 

The  item  in  the  budget  under  "Capital  Reserve  Fund" 
this  committee  feels  that,  since  this  item  will  come  under  a  sep- 
arate article,  the  townspeople  should  make  the  decision  whether 
this  action  should  be  taken.  The  committee  feels  that  this  fund 
would  be  economically  right  if  and  when  the  building  of  an  addi- 
tion is  needed,  but  whether  the  town  wishes  to  add  this  fund  to 
their  tax  burden  at  this  time,  we  feel  that  the  choice  is  up  to  the 
citizens  of  Chester,

BOARD  CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 

The  close  of  the  1969/70  school  year  found  the 
Chester  School  with  only  one  classroom  teacher  planning  to  return 
in  the  fall.  The  principal,  Mi.  Conte,  had  resigned  to  seek  an 
administrative  post  elsewhere,  and  nine  of  the  ten  classroom 
teachers  had  also  decided  to  pursue  their  careers  in  other  schools  - 
each  for  his  own  set  of  reasons. 

Fortunately,  the  District  had  appropriated  funds  for 
Chester's  first  full-time  supervising  principal  for  the  1970/71 
school  year,  and  the  Board  hired  Mi,  Carleton  R.  MacFarlane  to 
that  post.  Mr.  MacFarlane  started  on  July  1  with  two  teachers 
under  contract  and  proceeded  to  add  the  nine  more  teachers  nec- 
essary to  staff  Chester's  classrooms  by  the  time  school  opened  in 
September.  That  staff  is  a  fine  one,  and  the  spirit  of  the  Chester 
School  has  never  been  more  optimistic  than  it  has  been  this  fall. 
The  Board  was  so  pleased  with  Mr.  MacFarlane's  leadership  and 
service  to  the  District  that  we  presented  him  with  a  citation  to 
that  effect,  accompanied  by  a  check  for  $500.  shortly  before 
Christmas. 

A  four-room  addition  to  the  school  had  been  opened 
in  the  fall  of  1969/70,  and  three  of  the  new  classrooms  were  put 
to  use  the  first  year.  The  fourth  was  occupied  in  the  fall  1970/71, 
and  the  need  for  more  space  presses  upon  us.  The  Chester  School 
enrollment  stood  at  189  students  in  the  fall  of  1963,  in  the  fall  of 
1970  at  280,  and  the  Board  must  plan  on  at  least  292  students  in 
the  fall  of  1971.  That  represents  a  55<7o  enrollment  increase  over 
the  past  seven  years. 

But  total  number  of  students  is  nof  as  critical  as  indi- 
vidual class  size.  With  the  eleven  rooms  we  have  been  able  to 
provide  two  first  grades  and  two  second  grades  to  maintain  man- 
ageable classroom  populations  in  those  important  early  grades. 
We  did  not  have  the  space  or  funds  this  year  to  do  the  same  for 
many  of  the  other  grades\with  classroom  populations  of  over  30 
students.  However,  we  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  edu- 
cationally sound  concept  of  combining  grade  levels  in  a  single 
classroom  to  reduce  class  sizes  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades.  We 
simply  divided  these  two  grades  into  three  classroom  units.  The 
third/fourth  grade  thus  created  is  doing  well  and  we  hope  to  cre- 
ate a  second  such  combined  grade  classroom  next  year.  But  by 
the  fall  of  1972  we  will  have  exhausted  all  the  possibilities  of  our 
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current  building,  and  we  will  be  required  to  have  more  classroom 
space  available. 

The  Building  Committee  accepted  the  1969/70  addi- 
tion in  June  of  1970  after  careful  scrutiny  for  several  months. 
They  then  proceeded  over  the  summer  to  construct  an  asphalt 
basketball  court  and  do  some  landscaping  around  the  school.  In- 
terest money  from  short-term  investment  of  building  funds  and  an 
electric  heating  allowance,  plus  a  small  school  district  appropri- 
ation approved  for  such  use  at  the  March  meeting,  paid  for  these 
summer  projects.  With  the  fall  census  of  student  population  and 
resulting  consideration  of  Chester's  future  classroom  needs,  the 
Building  Committee  has  now  begun  to  plan  for  an  addition  to  the 
school  which  will  be  needed  in  the  fall  of  1972. 

The  Citizens  for  Better  Schools  have  been  quite  active 
this  year  and  have  made  substantial  contributions  to  the  school, 
both  in  equipment  and  in  spirit.  We  hope  they  will  continue  in 
the  future  to  convey  their  pleasures  and  displeasures  with  the 
school  to  Mr.  MacFarlane  as  they  have  done  so  well  this  year. 

As  of  July  1,  1971,  Chester  will  be  transferred  from 
Supervisory  Union  #10  (the  Derry  Union)  to  Supervisory  Union  #14. 
Union  #14  will  then  include  the  towns  of  Newton,  Kingston,  New- 
market, Epping  and  Fremont.  This  change  was  recommended  by 
the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education  and  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  in  October,  1970.  The  Chester  Board  has 
mixed  feelings  about  the  move,  and  we  have  discussed  our  reser- 
vations with  the  Commissioner  -  but  to  no  avail.  Therefore,  we 
intend  to  try  to  maximize  whatever  benefit  there  might  be  in  this 
new  Union  affiliation. 

The  Kans  Bus  Lines  of  Derry  was  the  low  bidder  for  the 
new  three-year  bus  transportation  contract  which  will  take  effect 
in  the  fall  of  1971.  The  Board  wishes  to  extend  our  sincere  ap- 
preciation to  Arthur  Dolloff  for  the  service  he  has  provided  Chester 
under  current  and  past  transportation  contracts.  We  hope  he  will 
indeed  be  among  the  bidders  for  the  next  transportation  contract 
to  be  awarded  three  years  from  now.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  citizens  of  Chester,  I  hereby  submit  my  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  October  of  1957,  Russia  placed  in  orbit  an  artificial 
satellite  called  "Sputnik." 

Curriculum  and  curriculum  development  became 
front-pages  news  and  citizens  began  to  realize  the  importance  of 
more  expensive  curricula  for  college-bound  as  well  as  non -college 
bound  youngsters.  General  education  as  well  as  better  vocational 
offerings,  particularly  on  the  higher  and  more  technical  level  were 
in  demand.  The  necessity  for  meeting  the  needs  of  all  our  stud- 
ents became  very  important. 

Traditionally,  curriculum  was  only  a  collection  of 
textbooks  used  by  a  given  school  system.  As  the  purposes  of  edu- 
cations have  broadened,  the  idea  of  curriculum  has  changed  to  in- 
clude all  the  means  used  by  a  school  system  to  provide  students 
with  opportunities  for  a  profitable  learning  experience.  The  busi- 
ness of  living  is  now  the  curriculum  of  our  schools.  Over  the  past 
four  years,  in  this  Union,  teachers,  administrators,  consultants  and 
lay  people  have  been  working  together  to  make  available  to  the 
teachers  curriculum  materials.  It  will  not  be  easy  for  these  stud- 
ents to  make  decisions  without  the  right  information;  it  takes  pro- 
found thought  and  knowledge,  it  takes  courage  to  act  and  to  be- 
have democratically.  Children  have  to  be  prepared  for  all  of 
this.  Your  schools  have  been  given  the  assignment  of  helping 
students  to  understand  the  world  in  which  they  live,  and  to  make 
decisions  about  current  problems  and  to  prepare  for  a  future  world 
that  we  do  not  completely  understand. 

This  Union  has  become  increasingly  aware  that  cur- 
riculum development  is  an  integral  part  of  the  educational  pro- 
cess. It  is  no  longer  sufficient  to  rely  only  on  a  textbook  for  a 
given  subject.  The  teacher,  through  her  curriculum  guide,  must 
be  given  the  ideas  and  understandings  that  a  community  feel  are 
important  for  their  children.  It  is  no  longer  enough  to  rely  on  the 
standard  textbooks.  Other  media  must  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the   teachers.     Current   research   in  education  has  revealed  that 
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learning  takes  place  through  all  the  senses,  therefore,  the  teach- 
ers must  have  access  to  such  materials  as  filmstrips,  visual  trans- 
parencies, charts,  models  and  tapes. 

The  main  emphasis  in  curriculum  study  in  this  Union 
is  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  the  ideas  and  concepts  that 
are  to  be  taught  in  each  'subject.  Along  with  these  concepts  we 
want  to  provide  a  teacher  with  the  necessary  materials  to  enable 
her  to  do  her  job.  When  this  has  been  accomplished,  each  class- 
room teacher  will  be  able  to  organize  and  present  the  materials  in 
her  own  particular  style  of  teaching. 

We  do  not  want  a  stereotyped  teaching.  We  want  to 
be  certain,  however,  that  each  student  has  the  opportunity  to  re- 
ceive a  similar  background  of  knowledge  in  our  Supervisory  Union. 
We  feel  that  the  best  way  to  do  this  is  by  the  staff  working  to- 
gether, with  consultants,  to  write  curriculum  guides  for  each  sub- 
ject. We  fully  realize,  however,  that  a  good  curriculum  is  never 
complete;  that  it  undergoes  constant  evaluation  so  that  it  may 
meet  the  needs  of  our  changing  community. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Arthur 
Mitchell,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  his  leadership  in 
the  curriculum  program. 

Great  strides  in  education  have  been  made  in  Chester 
in  the  past  two  years.  The  school  building  has  been  completely 
redecorated  inside  and  new  tile  floors  installed  in  several  class- 
rooms. The  library  program  has  been  established  with  the  aid  of 
voluntary  help.  The  spirit  of  the  school  reflects  happy  students 
and  a  dedicated  staff.  The  citizens  of  Chester  have  reason  to  be 
proud  of  their  school. 

The  man  most  responsible  for  the  current  spirit  that 
prevails  at  the  school  is  the  principal,  Carl  MacFarlane.  He  has 
devoted  long  hours  in  the  planning  of  a  program  for  the  school  and 
has  also  worked  with  the  staff  to  see  that  his  program  has  been 
carried  to  the  students. 

The  Chester  School  Board  has  worked  long  and  hard  to 
provide  the  resources  that  have  enabled  the  school  to  be  repainted 
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and  the  funds  to  provide  additional  teachers  and  the  necessary  sup- 
plies and  equipment  to  implement  Mr.  MacFarlane's  program. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board,  Mr.  MacFarlane  and 
the  faculty  and  staff  for  their  concern  in  education  and  their  help 
in  solving  the  problems  of  the  school. 

I  would  like  to  commend  Mr.  Anastas  Christo,  Di- 
rector of  Pupil  Personnel,  for  his  dedicated  efforts  to  provide  pro- 
grams for  the  special  students  in  this  Union.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  citizens  of  Chester,  I  hereby  submit  my  second 
annual  report. 

My  main  task  this  year  was  to  develop  a  curriculum 
that  was  child -centered,  integrated  and  emergent.  This  type  of 
program  enables  a  child  to  work  at  the  level  where  he  is  in  each 
subject  and  progress  in  the  best  way  he  can.  There  are  three 
principle  ways  in  which  a  program  of  this  type  can  be  imple- 
mented: 

(1)  By  providing  multi-level  instruction  in  a  self- 
contained,  heterogenous  classes.  This  was  accomplished  in  grades 
one  through  six. 

(2)  By  assigning  children  to  classes  according  to  per- 
formance levels  and  then  providing  instruction  from  one  class  to 
the  next  on  different  levels  of  difficulty.  We  did  this  for  the 
mathematics  classes  in  grades  six  through  eight. 

(3)  By  a  departmentalized  program  where  students 
work  under  the  direction  of  different  teachers  in  various  subject 
areas.  This  was  done  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  for  lang- 
uage arts,  science  and  social  studies. 

Another  area  I  spent  a  considerable  amount  of  time  in 
was  to  assist  teachers  in  classroom  control.  We  found  it  helpful  to 
draw  upon  such  principles  of  positive  discipline  as  these: 

(1)  The  effective  teacher  considers  the  individual 
child  in  the  teaching-learning  situation.  It  is  imperative  that 
mutual  respect  be  developed  in  the  classroom.  Personally,  I  find 
this  norm  missing  when  a  teacher  has  discipline  problems. 

(2)  The  effective  teacher  considers  small  details 
which  contribute  to  order  and  achievement.  Small,  but  signifi- 
cant considerations  include  clarity  in  giving  directions,  visual 
alertness  in  noting  what  is  taking  place  in  the  classroom,  mobility 
in  getting  around  the  classroom  and  organization  in  planning  and 
executing  lessons. 

(3)  The  effective  teacher  is  a  model  of  good  conduct. 
Through  her  impartiality,  fairness,  respect  for  others,  use  of 
courtesy  and  sense  of  humor  she  teaches  by  example.  Children 
learn  from  her  attitudes  and  actions  that  firmness  is  not  incompat- 
able  with  friendliness. 

(4)  The  effective  |teacher  works  for  approved  conduct 
more  by  positive  influence  than  by  negative.    She  discovers  and 
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enriches  student  interests,  harnesses  them  to  essential  academic 
skills.  She  provides  for  the  achievement  of  rewards  which  are  in- 
herent in  the  activity. 

(5)  The  effective  teacher  helps  children  to  determine 
and  accept  self-responsibility.  She  strives  for  more  mature  con- 
duct by  assisting  children  to  evaluate  their  own  feelings  and  de- 
portment. Through  her  efforts  children  learn  to  better  understand 
the  consequences  of  their  own  behavior.
